The bold statement that another wom- 


an's society is aT>ont to be organized is 
not particularly thrilling. As in these 
days the queens of creation BO generally 
>ecome queens of clubs, by reason of 
;heir membership in some association 
'ormed to promote social, religious, lit- 
erary, industrial or artistic aims, and 
laving thereby vindicated more or less 
;heir claim to be considered clubable 
creatures, r.o particular attention is paid 
to their movements in this direction. 


But when to the announcement that a 


new club ia about to be created there is 
coupled tho intelligence that only women 
•will be-»ligible whose ancestry is estab- 
lish ad by heredity—not acquired matri- 
monially or by purchase, like that of the 
colonel in "The Pirates"—interest ia at 
once quickened, and it becomes fairly 
rampant when the whole scheme is un- 
folded and it appears that every member 
will have to make her calling and elec- 
tion sure by proving her direct descent 
from forefathers who emigrated to Amer- 
ica prior to the year 1776, and who made 
their mark upon the time to the exi! ent at 
least of being "considered worthy of es- 
teem and renown."
